e designated assets: All designated assets within 2km of the centre line of the Proposed Scheme are listed. Detailed descriptions of assets and their settings are provided only for those designated assets 
where field study has determined a potential for impacts on setting or significance to arise; 


e non-designated assets: Detailed descriptions of all assets and their settings are provided for those assets located within the land required to construct the Proposed Scheme and within the 500m buffer 
zone; and 


e where appropriate, assets have been grouped together to assist in an understanding either of their context e.g. collecting together archaeological intervention s that relate to a common location or of 
their setting and significance e.g. collecting together historic buildings either within specific conservation areas or within the same streetscape context.

House of 1716, designed by Francis Smith of Warwick for Lord Leigh. 
Smith also designed the great west wing of Stoneleigh Abbey for Lord 
Leigh in the same period. Sandstone ashlar house with moulded eaves 
cornice and quoins at angles. Two storeys with attic, five window facade 
(to east). Partially screened by some trees, but largely open views. 


The understanding (and therefore also significance) of the building is 
enhanced by its inclusion in Nat Alcock’s book People at Home which has 
analysed a series of buildings in Stoneleigh principally using documentary 
research of sources such as probate inventories. It was occupied by the 
Garlick family from its construction in 1726 until 1863. An inventory of 
1728 shows that it was at that date a 15 room house and although some 
changes to the plan form have occurred Alcock has managed to relate the 
inventory to the current building and reconstruct the historic plan form. 


It is located on slightly raised ground towards the northern edge of a 
complex of farm buildings and sits within a garden and the farmland of 
the wider estate. The approach from the south is rather formal along a 
long drive. The designed estate setting makes a strong contribution to 
the setting of the asset.
